RESOLVED, that the Warren County Board of Supervisors supports the Adirondack Community

College Capital Improvement Plan for 2016-17 and does hereby express its intent to support and finance its local

share of the projects from funds within the Adirondack Community College accumulated chargeback fund, and

be it further

RESOLVED, that this resolution shall not take effect or be binding on the County of Warren until a

similar resolution has been adopted by the Board of Supervisors of the County of Washington, and be it further

RESOLVED, that nothing contained in this resolution shall be construed as an authorization to the

Trustees of Adirondack Community College to enter into any contracts for the commencement of construction

of the projects until the necessary funds shall have been appropriated by the Board of Supervisors of Warren

and Washington Counties and the State of New York.
